Assurances 
given over 
budget cut 

YOUTH funding in Oswestry will be 
cut by almost two thirds this finan¬ 
cial year but a much better service 
will be provided, councillors have 
said. 

Oswestry’s Local Joint Committee 
announced that youth services will 
have a budget of £24,500 for 2015/16 
compared with the previous budget 
of £88,000. But Shropshire Council 
Leader Keith Barrow said the money 
will be put to better use than previ¬ 
ously as local people will decide what 
to do with it. 

“It looks like considerably less 
money but we’re going to be doing 
considerably more. That’s the bene¬ 
fit you get by devolving the money to 
local people,” he said. 

Some of the ideas put forward al¬ 
ready for funding include a series 
of youth activity sessions to be held 
weekly at The Centre, Oak Street, 
where a youth club already meets. 

Activities could take place at other 
locations around the town as well, 
with the Oswestry Otters swimming 
club based at the Marches School 
proposing a girls-only club.

AN influential group of MPs has made fresh calls for NHS patients in 
Mid Wales to enjoy the same treatment as those in Shropshire. 

It is hoped that the moves will further ensure patients in Welshpool for ex¬ 
ample are treated as equals to their counterparts in Oswestry when they are 
accessing NHS care. 

A cross party parliamentary committee said the NHS in Wales and England must work 
more closely on cross border health care. More than 20 recommendations have been made 
ranging from finding ways to have the same hospital waiting times for English and Welsh 
patients to providing the same access to cancer drugs. 

The differing levels of care patients receive from the NHS came into sharp focus last 
year when the then Powys County Council deputy leader Myfanwy Alexander used the 
N-word during a meeting when she was describing how she felt some Mid Wales patients 
were treated. She subsequently apologised for using the offensive term and although she 

denied she was racist she said she felt she 
had to resign from her cabinet position. 

In its new report, the committee praised 
Shropshire health bosses and Powys Local 
Health Board for cross border arrange¬ 
ments already in place. But the report says 
that many Clinical Commissioning Groups 
operate two waiting lists, which differenti¬ 
ate between patients on whether they are 
‘Welsh’ patients or ‘English’ patients. 

The report says: “It is our view that pro¬ 
viders should not be in this position.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies said: 
“One of the most important features al¬ 
ready in place is that Mark Drakeford, 
Welsh health minister, has now said that 
Welsh patients should be treated in the 
place that is clinically best for them, which 
may not necessarily be in Wales. 

“I am also pleased that the report high¬ 
lights the inequality in money for can¬ 
cer drugs as I know two people that have 
moved from Wales to England purely to ac¬ 
cess the England NHS cancer drugs fund.” 

Adrian Osborne from Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust welcomed the 
report saying: “Many people living on the 
border between England and Wales rely on 
services across the border. The report high¬ 
lights some of the challenges they face, and 
sets out steps at both governmental and 
community-level to address these. 

“It’s particularly reassuring that 
cross-border leadership of the NHS Fu¬ 
ture Fit programme has been highlighted 
as good practice. Our communities have a 
right to expect that this important review 
will encompass the needs and views of all 
communities who rely on the county’s main 
hospitals, and the report has recommended 
that our approach is replicated along the 
border.”

Officers will also be available at a 
weekly surgery at The Flash Leisure 
Centre between 5.30pm and 6.30pm 
on Thursday evenings over the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

Chief Constable Simon Prince 
said: “We know that the best way 
to support a community and help 
resolve the issues that matter is by 
getting involved, understanding the 
people and the area, almost becom¬ 
ing one of the residents. 

“We want to take this a step fur¬ 
ther, and we want local residents to 
help us by volunteering as a special 
constable.”

The use of police 
station is under 
review says chief 

MORE police stations could close across 
Shropshire under plans that could see 
officers sharing buildings with the fire 
service. 

West Mercia Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Bill Longmore is currently 
reviewing the use of stations, including 
Oswestry Police Station, amid plans that 
would see officers based within the same 
building as firefighters. 

Oswestry’s station was among several 
in the county which lost front counter 
services in a shake-up last year. 

Other stations were closed completely 
and Mr Longmore has now said the re¬ 
maining stations were under review. 

Mr Longmore said: “It is an ongoing 
thing. All the stations that have been 
closed were closed for the right reasons. 

“I think we have got to look at them all 
now and think ‘could we make another 
move?’ That is why we are in consultation 
with fire stations. 

“It is a question of looking at everything 
and making sure that everything is being 
done correctly. Over the last two months 
in particular, the fire service has been 
looking to work closer with the police and 
there are opportunities for the fire and 
police stations to work closer together. 
This is very important for both of them.” 

The police stations in the county which 
were closed last year to the public were 
replaced with “contact points” in a bid to 
save money.

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Complex is given approval 
despite height concerns

A CONTROVERSIAL four-storey 
extra care housing development 
has been given the go-ahead - 
despite worries over its height. 

Wrekin Housing Trust’s plans to 
build the 53-apartment complex and 
eight bungalows on the site of the for¬ 
mer Oswestry Borough Council depot 
on Alexandra Road were approved 
by members of Shropshire Council’s 
north planning committee. 

It comes after members were told that 
deferring a decision could see the trust lose 
a £2 million Government grant for the pro¬ 
ject. 

Paul Wiseman, a spokesman for the res¬ 
idents of the area, said: “We have no objec¬ 
tion to this development for social housing, 
we are objecting to the four storey block of 
flats which is totally out of character with 
the local area. 

“We are concerned about access along 
roads that have an enormous problem with 
on-street parking and also with the amount 
of car parking, just 28 spaces for potentially 
120 people.” 

Councillor Vince Hunt said extra care 
housing - which enables older people to 
live in their own homes but with support 
nearby - was absolutely the right use for 
the site and would invigorate the area but 
only if it was a smaller development. 

“It is the scale of the development that 
has raised such concern. This has the po¬ 
tential to have a hugely positive impact but 
not at this scale,” he said. 

Councillor Joyce Barrow said there was 
a huge need locally for supported accom¬ 
modation but said the fourth storey let the 
proposed development down. 

“The scale and density is just too much,” 
she said. 

Heather Sutton, for the architects rep¬ 
resenting Wrekin Housing Trust, said the 
development would be sunk into the land¬ 
scape so that it would not be overpowering. 

“This extra care scheme has won £2 mil¬ 
lion of government grant to provide much 
needed housing of this kind,” she said. 

“There will be much less traffic than 
when this site was a council depot.” 

Councillors considered deferring the ap¬ 
plication to negotiate on details such as the 
balconies but voted instead to give officers 
delegated powers after hearing this could 
lose the development the grant and put it 
in jeopardy. 


ONE of the brutal killers of a couple from 
Llangollen who were kidnapped and mur¬ 
dered while house hunting for a dream hol¬ 
iday home in Spain more than 12 years ago, 
is reported to be on the run. 

Venezuelan national Jorge Real Sierra, 
now aged 65, had been allowed out on a 
special six-day temporary release from a 
Granada prison. 

The South American, and his brother- 
in-law Jose Antonio Velazquez, were jailed 
for the torture and killing of Linda and An¬ 
thony O’Malley in 2006. 

An arrest warrant has been issued by 
the Provincial Court in Alicante when Si¬ 
erra failed to return to prison and police 


have launched a hunt across Spain for the 
fugitive. Sierra was jailed for 62 years and 
Gonzales, now aged 50, was sentenced to 54 
years having been convicted of the O’Mal¬ 
ley’s murders. They were expected to serve 
at least 25 years. 

The killers were also ordered to return 
the money they stole from the O’Malleys’ 
accounts, as well as paying £145,000 com¬ 
pensation to their family. 

The couple’s relatives welcomed the sen¬ 
tences at the time, saying that they were as 
severe as they could have expected. 

Linda, 56, a manageress at a department 
store in Ellesmere Port, Cheshire, and An¬ 
thony, 42, a car restorer, had travelled to 


Spain in September 2002 and were last seen 
in the Benidorm area on the Costa Blanca 
by a local estate agent. 

The O’Malleys were ensnared after spot¬ 
ting a newspaper advertisement offering a 
two-bedroom villa, with swimming pool and 
pine woodland, for €30,000 (£20,300). 

The unsuspecting couple were fatally 
lured to view the villa and their search for 
a dream retirement home in the sun turned 
into a nightmare. 

The O’Malley’s were held, bound and 
gagged for almost three weeks in the base¬ 
ment of the property while their kidnappers 
systematically emptied the couple’s bank 
account of their £20,000 life savings.

Fix Auto UK’s flag will be raised above 
Wrexham this Spring after the Hitch family, 
owners of Fix Auto Oswestry, announced 
plans to invest in developing a new 
bodyshop in the North Wales town. 

The brainchild of Managing Director Lee 
Hitch, the move is the first expansion for the 
family-owned business which celebrated 
its 40th anniversary in 2013 and further 
underlines the belief the businessman has 
in the ever-developing Fix Auto UK network. 
The new bodyshop will operate under the 
name of Fix Auto Wrexham. 

Conveniently situated in the centre of 
the Wrexham Industrial Estate, work has 
already commenced on transforming a bare 
industrial unit into a state-of-the-art repair 
bodyshop spanning 5,000ft 2 . 


In order to meet output demands, central 
to the development will be a moveable 
spraybooth spanning six bays rather than a 
single conventional static spraybooth.

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Learner was 
over the 
drinks limit 

A LEARNER driver who crashed into 
an oil storage tank in a pub car park 
has been banned from driving for 17 
months. 

Tracey Janet Michelle Anderson, 
33, admitted drink-driving on Feb¬ 
ruary 22 at the Dolphin in Llanymy- 
nech. She said the crash happened 
because her foot slipped off the brake 
- not because she was over the limit. 

Helen Tench, prosecuting at Welsh¬ 
pool Magistrates Court on Tuesday, 
said Anderson had been moving her 
husband’s car from where it had been 
valeted into the pub car park. She 
said: “One of the neighbours heard 
a loud bang and saw a car very close 
to her house. The neighbour saw her 
heating oil had been pushed back and 
decided to call the police. 

“When they arrived they saw there 
was no damage to the car and no dam¬ 
age to the oil.” A roadside breath test 
showed Anderson, of Haddwch Lane, 
Pant, had 87 microgrammes of alcohol 
in 100ml of breath, making her more 
than double the drink-drive limit. 

Magistrates fined Anderson £110 
and ordered her to pay £85 costs and 
a £20 surcharge. She was disqualified 
from driving for 17 months. 

Owain Jones, for Anderson, said: 
“She drove a short distance on a pri¬ 
vate car park to move the car approxi¬ 
mately 60ft. It was described to me as 
a nudge of the heating tanks with no 
apparent damage.”

Review over schools to 
take place in autumn

COUNCIL chiefs have said a re¬ 
view of Welsh-medium education 
in North Powys will take place in 
September. 

The review will explore the pos¬ 
sibility of establishing at least one 
Welsh-medium secondary school in 
the area, and assessing the viability of 
dual-stream provision. 

A business case will be considered by 
Powys County Council’s cabinet in Sep¬ 
tember. 

The review is part of a wider overhaul of 
secondary education in Powys which will 
see the closures of schools in the county. 

Cabinet member for schools Councillor 
Arwel Jones said: “Our secondary schools 
have done a valiant job in the past deliver¬ 
ing excellent results. 

“But, falling school rolls and financial 
pressures have created a position that can¬ 
not be tackled without radical change. 

“We simply don’t have enough pupils or 
resources to sustain current school num¬ 
bers, if we try, we will fail and it will be our 
young learners that lose out. 

“Our goal is simple - to transform ed¬ 
ucation in Powys to ensure all our young 
learners have the best possible chance of 
achieving their full potential. 

“The work so far has identified the num¬ 
ber and size of secondary schools we need, 
the minimum number of pupils required to 
maintain viable sixth forms and the best 
way to deliver Welsh-medium education 
across the county. 

“We would like to see thriving Welsh-me¬ 
dium streams which have enough pupils to 
sustain at least two classes per year group. 
This will enable schools to provide an ex¬ 
tensive curriculum through the medium of 
Welsh.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies has 
previously spoken of his opposition to coun¬ 
cil plans to close secondary schools within 
Montgomeryshire, and has recently met 
with council leaders to discuss the issue. Mr 
Davies said: “The review will require very 
careful consideration by the council. 

“I remain totally unconvinced that clo¬ 
sure of any of Montgomeryshire’s high 
school is the best way forward. 

“Such a decision will have huge implica¬ 
tions for whichever Montgomeryshire town 
is affected, and will provide a devastating 
blow to children, parents, teachers and 
communities.”

“I will be riding 90 miles 
on the first two days and finally 70 
miles on the last day,” he said. 

“This year I have decided to 
fundraise for both the Midlands 
and Wales Air Ambulance as they 
both cover our regions. Neither get 
help from the government or lot¬ 
tery money and I feel that they are 
charities that need our help.” 

His support group will be wife, 
Jo, and seven-year-old daughter, 
Louise. 

“My daughter is great, she will 
definitely be shouting, ‘come on 
daddy’,” he said. 


On day one of “Rod’s Tour of 
Wales” Mr Evans will be travelling 
from Abergele to Dolgellau trav¬ 
elling across the famous Snowdo¬ 
nia mountains including a 21-mile 
stretch of this year’s Tour of Brit¬ 
ain just days before the professional 
riders. 

The following day he will travel¬ 
ling from Dolgellau to St David’s 
in Pembrokeshire along the coast 
roads before finishing with a final 
day to Abergavenny including his 
final challenge, the famous Tumble 
climb featured on stage three of the 
Tour of Britain.

Man facing girl 
sex allegations 

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
with a string of sexual offences involv¬ 
ing a girl. 

Kirk Mark Tranchard, of Tan 
y Graig, Montgomery, faces three 
charges of rape of a girl under 13. 

He also faces five charges of engag¬ 
ing in penetrative sexual activity with 
a girl aged 13 to 15. 

The offences are alleged to have 
taken place between 2008 and 2012, 
and they all involve the same com¬ 
plainant. 

Tranchard, 24, gave no indication 
of his plea during his appearance at 
Welshpool Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day. 

The case was committed to the 
crown court. 

He was given bail and will next ap¬ 
pear at Mold Crown Court on March 
27. 

Court remands 
alleged attacker 

A MAN charged with raping a woman 
in the early hours of New Year’s Day 
in an alleged sex attack in Oswest¬ 
ry has appeared before Shrewsbury 
Crown Court. 

Howard Long, 31, of Melverley, 
appeared via a video link in a brief 
appearance at the crown court on 
Monday. 

He faces charges of rape, attempted 
rape and two charges of assault by 
penetration. 

The offences are alleged to have 
taken place in Oswestry. 

No plea was taken and the case was 
adjourned until April 7 for a plea and 
case management hearing. 

Judge Robin Onions remanded 
Long in custody.

HE is best known for being half of the comic writing duo behind a 
string of shows including Peep Show, That Mitchell and Webb Thing, 
and Babylon. 

But next week literature fans will be able to see another side to Jesse Arm¬ 
strong as he talks about his new book, and returns to his home town, at 
Oswestry LitFest. 

Now living in London, Jesse went to Marches School and his parents still live in 
Oswestry. He said he is looking forward to returning to his old stomping grounds for the 

- event. 

“I’m looking forward to seeing old 
friends and family. It’s quite romantic re¬ 
ally because I was born in Oswestry and the 
evening’s being held across the road from 
Oswestry Library where I used to go as a 
child and a young man,” he said. 

“The book is the reason for coming up 
to the festival, but a lot of that is about 
Oswestry and Chirk and Wrexham as well. 
The central character is from this area and 
although it’s about them going to Bosnia, 
it’s a book about borders between England 
and Wales, and all the borders around the 
Balkans, so it feels like the right time to 
come back for me.” 

The novel, Love, Sex and Other Foreign 
Policy Goals, isn’t published until April 2, 
but Jesse said he is hoping to have advance 
copies available for his talk at Kinokulture 
Cinema on Tuesday. 

“The cover is fantastic. I hope the inside 
is as good as the cover. I’d like people to 
judge the book by its cover,” he said. 

“I hope I’ll have copies at the talk, but 
if not then I’ll come back to Oswestry to 
Booka Bookshop to do a signing there later.

-1 always liked the idea. My dad is a novel¬ 
ist so there’s that in my background. I felt 
like I wrote it very quickly but it probably 
took about three years. I’d had an idea per¬ 
colating for a while and I met my agent and 
she was very encouraging. 

“For all sorts of writing you have highs 
and lows. Some days you think it’s brilliant 
and other days you think it’s not. I can’t 
say I liked it all - I procrastinated like all 
writers do, but overall I like being a writer 
and it’s a privilege to tell stories and have 
fun with your ideas.” 

It was a love of writing that brought 
Jesse together with his screen writing part¬ 
ner Sam Bain. He said: “At university I did 
creative writing as part of my degree and I 
met Sam there. We both started off writing 
prose. Sam’s written a novel too.”

Paterson calls for an end 
to subsidies for wind firms

NORTH Shropshire MP and former Environment Secretary Owen 
Paterson has called for the ending of subsidies for windfarm com¬ 
panies. 

Mr Paterson says wind power is unreliable and lost its usefulness in the mid¬ 
dle ages with windmills. 

He said if energy companies did not have subsidies they wouldn’t want to build wind- 
farms in Mid Wales and without the windfarms there would be no need for a high voltage 
power line that is set to be built across parts of Powys and Shropshire. Pylons would be 
- needed to carry the power cable to link the 


Sales cheer 
for county 
breweries 

THERE has never been a better time to be 
a beer drinker, Shropshire brewers have 
said. 

It comes as it was revealed the pint is 
going from strength to strength as other 
alcohol sales decline. 

Nationally, people are drinking a fifth 
less alcohol than a decade ago, but beer 
is bucking the trend and Shropshire’s 16 
micro-breweries have noticed, citing in¬ 
creased interest in artisan foods and the 
backing of supermarkets as reasons why. 

Research by the British Beer & Pub 
Association has revealed people drank an 
average of 7.76 litres of alcohol last year, a 
litre and a half less than in 2004. 

But beer’s share of the market increased 
to more than 36 per cent last year, ahead of 
wine (33 per cent), spirits (21 per cent) and 
cider (eight per cent). 

Shane Parr, director at Oswestry’s 
Stonehouse Brewery, said: “We started 
here eight years ago back when there were 
400 breweries in the UK. Now there are 
about 1,200. 

“We’ve seen a 25 to 30 per cent increase 
in beer sales, particularly in real ale. This 
is why we’ve gone from a company that em¬ 
ployed one person to one that employs 11. 

“People in Shropshire are very lucky, 
there are a lot of breweries here and 
they’re all competing against each other 
which raises the quality, but they’ve all 
grown. 

“We’re at the point where if we get larger 
we won’t be a micro brewery anymore.” 


Mid Wales windfarms to the national net¬ 
work and campaigners say the pylons will 
damage the tourism industry and create an 
eyesore. 

Mr Paterson was speaking at a demon¬ 
stration at the British Ironwork Centre 
tourism attraction at Aston near Oswestry 
on Wednesday last week. 

National Grid plans to put one of its py¬ 
lons on the site of a sculpture park being 
created by Clive Knowles from the British 
Ironwork Centre. 

Mr Knowles says the worry over the fu¬ 
ture of his business was making him lose 
sleep. 

Demonstrators held up placards calling 
for no pylons and no windfarms. 

Mr Paterson said: “Wind power is ex¬ 
tremely ineffective and should have gone 
out of use in the late middle ages. 

“We should be looking at other renewa¬ 
ble energy such as anaerobic digesters. 

“I want to see subsidies for wind power 
companies removed. 

“I know of people who couldn’t afford to 
heat their homes in north Shropshire this 
winter when money is being spent subsidis¬ 
ing these companies. 

“These pylons would damage the the 
north Shropshire countryside, its economy 
and its environment.” 

Mr Knowles, whose company employs 
almost 50 people, said: “The British Iron¬ 
work Centre is now the fourth most popular 
tourist attraction in Shropshire according 
to Trip Advisor. 

“We have exciting plans for our sculp¬ 
ture park and other attractions here but 
the business is being blighted by the worry 
over these pylons.” 

One of the protestors at the demonstra¬ 
tion was Oswestry Town Councillor and 
guest house owner, Chris Schofield. 

He said: “The economy of this area is in¬ 
creasingly dependent on tourism. 

“But people come here to see our beauti¬ 
ful countryside and our heritage.” 

“They don’t come here to see pylons,” 
Councillor Schofield added.

investment welcomed 


HEALTH services in Powys have been giv¬ 
en a boost with a £1.2million investment 
from the Welsh Government’s Invest to 
Save funding. 

From the money, £407,000 has been 
allocated to fund changes to community 
pharmacy services which will generate sav¬ 
ings of £250,000 a year from 2016/17. The 
second scheme is the development of com¬ 
munity resource teams which will improve 
patient care in the community and generate 
savings of £588,000 a year from 2016-17. 

The third scheme involves bringing in 
e-rostering for the workforce of the health 
board. This approach is used by other 
health boards and reduces overtime costs 
and the use of external staff, saving an es¬ 
timated £136,000 per annum from 2016/17. 


And Powys will also benefit from an 
extra £167,000 for LED and energy effi¬ 
ciency schemes. Staff at Powys teaching 
Health Board welcomed the investment. 
Carol Shillabeer, interim chief executive, 
said: “This investment is excellent news for 
Powys. By investing in our community re¬ 
source teams we will be able to bring direct 
benefit to patients in Powys. The pilot work 
we have done has shown that these teams 
can help to support patients in their own 
homes and reduces the number of people 
being admitted to hospital unnecessarily. 

“The additional funding for e-rostering, 
community pharmacy and estates projects 
will bring additional benefits and enable the 
health board to be more efficient in service 
delivery.”

Plans for the future of primary 
school education in Welshpool 
are really hotting up with a pot 
of Welsh Government money 
burning holes in the pockets of 
Powys County Councillors. 

The problem is that the mon¬ 
ey has to be spent by 2017 or it 
will be lost to the county for ever 
- and that doesn’t leave council¬ 
lors much time to sort things out. 

The council members are al¬ 
ready preoccupied with massive 
cost savings after budgets from 
the Assembly were slashed but 
this really is a chance to stream¬ 
line education in the town as well 
as saving a small fortune. 

The town has four primary 
schools - Maesydre, Gungrog 
Road, Oldford and Ardwyn - and 
there are plans to lump all to¬ 
gether along with Leighton. 

It makes complete sense to 
build a new “super school”, 
particularly when you consider 
the cost of running dilapidated 
buildings, which in some cases 
are barely fit to house children. 

Old and failing heating sys¬ 
tems are also adding to spiral¬ 
ling running costs. The problem 
is none of the schools want to 
close. Each school is run by 
determined teams of governors 
who will be hell-bent on protect¬ 
ing their own schools. 

At Leighton parents have al¬ 
ready mounted a campaign to 
keep their school open. . And at 
Gungrog Road Church In Wales 
School there will be a separate 
argument facing Powys plan¬ 
ners. 

But the biggest case for fight¬ 
ing closure will surely be at Ar¬ 
dwyn School where pupils are 
taught through the medium of 
the Welsh language. Powys 
County Council will have to ca¬ 
ter for Welsh language education 
and at the very least will need a 
specialist wing on any new “su¬ 
per school” built in Welshpool or 
to keep Ardwyn open. 

The Maesydre School location 
would seem the best to develop 
as the ageing building is going 
to cost Powys County Council 
a great deal of money simply to 
maintain - and there is room for 
a new building at the rear. But 
access to Maesydre is sham¬ 
bolic and planners will surely be 
heavily influenced by the narrow 
entrance and the lack of parking 
facilities. 

So why not downsize the un¬ 
derused playing fields at Welsh¬ 
pool High School and build the 
new school there, allowing for 
easy access for shared facilities 
such as The Flash and the foot¬ 
ball pitches? 

Local Powys councillors will 
be coming under heavy pressure 
from those who voted them into 
power and will soon be facing up 
to some of the hardest decision 
they have faced so far. 

Then they have the small de¬ 
cision on which high school to 
close in North Powys to consid¬ 
er. 

Good luck with that.

Memorials for four heroes 
who sacrificed their lives

Special memorials are to 
commemorate Victoria 
Cross heroes from 
Shropshire. By Toby Neal. 

FOUR Shropshire Victoria 
Cross heroes of the Great War, 
including one from Oswestry, 
are among those being hon¬ 
oured by the laying of com¬ 
memorative paving stones, as 
part of a programme launched 
by David Cameron at the Na¬ 
tional Memorial Arboretum. 

One of the specially-designed pav¬ 
ing stones has already been deliv¬ 
ered to Madeley in Telford where 
plans have been drawn up to lay it 
as part of a general refurbishment 
around the war memorial. 

Major Charles Allix Lavington Yate, 
of Madeley, Telford, fought to the last 
against overwhelming odds at the Battle 
of Le Cateau on August 26,1914, and was 
initially reported killed, although he had 
in fact been taken prisoner. 

Refurbishment 

The idea of the scheme has been that 
the paving stones are laid on the cente¬ 
nary of the dates on which the original 
medals were won, but in Madeley that 
has not happened because the opportu¬ 
nity is being taken to incorporate Yate’s 
paving stone within the planned war me¬ 
morial refurbishment. 

Madeley Town Council’s regeneration 
officer Andy Rose has applied for funding 
for the work and a decision is expected 
later this month. 

“If we get it, it’s all systems go for a 
refurbishment of the whole area,” said 
town clerk Kath Petty. 

“All the hardstanding around the war 


memorial is going to be upgraded and 
refurbished. 

“It’s okay, but could do with a spruc¬ 
ing up, and us having the paving stone 
was an opportunity for doing that. 

“The war memorial will be slightly 
repositioned so it faces the town cen¬ 
tre rather than is at right angles to it, 
and the paved area around it will be 
increased as there is not really enough 
room on Remembrance Day. 

“There will be some general land¬ 
scaping, and the incorporation of the 
stone.” 

The aim is to get everything done in 
time for Remembrance Day this year. 

As for the stone itself, it has previ¬ 
ously been on display at the town coun¬ 
cil’s offices in Jubilee House, but is now 
no longer on show and is being kept 
safe in preparation for the work. 

The other Shropshire Victoria Cross 


winners to be honoured with paving 
stones are Private Harold Whitfield, of 
Oswestry, who won the award in 1918 
while serving in the King’s Shropshire 
Light Infantry; Lieutenant Thomas 
Wilkinson, who was born at Dudmas- 
ton, near Bridgnorth, and won the VC 
on July 5, 1916, at La Boiselle on the 
Somme; and Able Seaman William 
Charles Williams, who was born in 
Stanton Lacy and won the VC at Gal¬ 
lipoli on April 25, 1915. 

Harold Whitfield was the only soldier 
of the KSLI to win the Victoria Cross in 
the Great War. 

He was in the 10th Battalion and won 
the Victoria Cross on March 10, 1918, 
fighting against the Turks. 

He charged and captured a Lewis gun 
position, bayoneted or shot the whole 
team, and then turned the Lewis gun 
on the enemy. 


Later he organised and led a bombing 
attack and drove the enemy back. 

Promoted to Sergeant in the field, he 
was presented the medal by the King in 
Leeds. 

Neither Wilkinson nor Williams were 
living in Shropshire at the time of their 
awards. 

Wilkinson had emigrated to Canada 
and Williams was brought up at Chep¬ 
stow. 

War 

Wilkinson, born at Lodge Farm, Dud- 
maston, emigrated to Vancouver Island 
in 1913, and enlisted with the Canadian 
Army on the outbreak of war. 

Lieutenant Wilkinson was later com¬ 
missioned into the 7th Battalion The 
Loyal North Lancashire Regiment and 
was awarded the VC after dashing for¬ 
wards to man a machinegun and hold 
up the enemy, and also for attempting 
to reach a wounded man, during which 
he was shot through the heart. 

He was 22. 

As for William Williams, he was the 
first Royal Navy rating to be awarded 
the Victoria Cross for over 50 years, and 
the first naval posthumous award. 

For over an hour he stood in chest 
deep water under murderous fire try¬ 
ing to secure a makeshift bridge taking 
troops ashore at Gallipoli. 

Eventually he was hit by a shell and 
died soon afterwards. He was 34. 

Captivity 

Yate was said at the time of his award 
to have died of wounds in captivity. 

In fact he may have been captured 
unwounded - there is a picture which 
shows him standing grumpily among 
his captors. He escaped from the prison 
camp but was rumbled and set on by 
hostile German peasants on their way 
to work at a local factory. 

Modern research points to him having 
slit his throat with a cut-throat razor to 
avoid recapture.

Last week, the Department 
of Energy and Climate Change 
announced that the long await¬ 
ed decision on the public inquiry 
into five wind farms in Mid Wales 
will be delayed until after the 
General Election. 

This is very good news for 
those of us who have been op¬ 
posing the massive new pow¬ 
er lines proposed by National 
Grid from North Shropshire to 
Cefn Coch in Montgomeryshire 
(known as the Mid Wales Con¬ 
nection Project). 

The public inquiry ended in the 
summer, and the inspector pre¬ 
sented his report to the Minister 
at DECC on December 8. We will 
now have to wait until at least 
June. 

Let’s summarise what’s in¬ 
volved. It’s far far more than just 
five wind farms. If all the wind 
farms involved in the inquiry 
are approved by the Minister, it 
would trigger the building of the 
power lines. There is simply not 
enough capacity in existing lines 
connecting Mid Wales to the 
Grid in Shropshire to accommo¬ 
date all of them. 

But the new line will create 
capacity for much, much more - 
about 500 new turbines. 

There are already around 20 
other new wind farm proposals 
in the pipeline if the Mid Wales 
Connection Project goes ahead. 
Some see wind farms on this 
huge scale as good. 

No doubt, a great deal of mon¬ 
ey would be injected into farm 
businesses where these wind 
farms would be built. 

It’s also the case that the de¬ 
velopers are giving large sums of 
money to local communities as 
what they euphemistically refer 
to as ‘community benefit’. 

I have been an implacable 
opponent of the scale of this de¬ 
velopment since it was first pro¬ 
posed by the Welsh Government 
in 2005. 

It would industrialise our much 
loved wondrous upland land¬ 
scapes. And the construction 
period would extend over many 
years, causing massive distur¬ 
bance to the lives of local com¬ 
munities. 

My hope is that the wind farm 
applications lose their appeal. 

This would kill the Mid Wales 
Connection Project stone dead. 
I hope we will have even more 
delays, creating an opportunity 
for the next Government to end 
this outrageous subsidy bonan¬ 
za. And all the costs are being 
added to our electricity bills. 

When I was elected an MP in 
2010,1 promised I would do all in 
my power to end the wind farm 
madness. 

In partnership with local pro¬ 
testers, we have put up a mighty 
fight. 

I will never step back from this 
fight until we defeat this monster 
that threatens us.

IS IT TRUE THAT RESIDENTIAL LANDLORDS CAN BE HELD LIABLE FOR TENANTS’ BEHAVIOUR? 

Q: I have five rental properties which I manage myself as I am retired and don’t want to incur letting agency fees. Two of the properties 
are holiday lets and three have long term tenants. Until now I have not had any concerns about dealing direct with tenants myself, but I have 
heard a couple of worrying things recently that are making me reconsider. The first was that landlords can now be held responsible for noisy 
tenants and the second was that landlords are now being held responsible for doing immigration checks if the tenant is not a UK national. Are 
these things true? 

A: Taking the noise issue first, a district judge in Dorset recently upheld a noise abatement notice handed to the letting agent for a holiday 
homes management business, following a string of complaints about one of her properties on her books. The owner appealed but the judge 
dismissed the appeal, holding the agent accountable for the disturbances. His ruling means that both landlords and letting agents may now be 
held accountable if complaints are made about groups staying in their houses and if they contravene a noise abatement order they can incur a 
fine of up to 20,000. So this could be a good time to have a lawyer check over your letting contracts. 

Regarding immigration checks, on 1st December 2014 a Home Office pilot scheme was launched in the West Midlands, making landlords 
responsible for checking the identity and citizenship of tenants. Under the Immigration Act 2014 landlords in that region now need to see 
a passport or biometric residence permit. Following the evaluation of the West Midlands scheme this Spring it is anticipated that the Home 
Office will then continue with the phased introduction of checks right across the UK.

How can you stop the disasters here, 
when we are allowing the same shortcuts 
and mistakes that are the same as in the 
USA and Australia? 

How confident are you that our regula¬ 
tors know more than those countries who 
are drilling, where they have been doing it 
for years and still wells fail and communi¬ 
ties suffer?

Introduce the 
ships to help 
ease problem 
of fly-tipping 

FOLLOWING the report that fly-tipping 
had increased by a fifth last year some were 
claiming that it was due to bins being emp¬ 
tied less frequently. 

In my experience the majority of fly-tip- 
ping is of larger items like mattresses, three 
piece suites, white goods and garden rub¬ 
bish that would not fit into a recycling bin. 

Many householders have a problem es¬ 
pecially if they do not have a car. Because 
local authorities have been forced (under¬ 
standably) to charge for these collections 
residents are refusing to pay. 

Genuine people can’t pay these amounts 
and won’t and I don’t blame them one bit. 
Responsible people hold on to them for a 
while until they can be removed, but some 
don’t and resort to fly-tipping. To obtain a 
prosecution the courts need evidence, but 
even with expensive cameras fitted it has 
still been difficult to get. 

In some areas this has become a game 
with perpetrators dumping under the cover 
of darkness anywhere they can and beating 
the cameras. Sadly this has resulted in very 
few prosecutions where a few hefty fines 
would have acted as a deterrent. 

Local authorities are legally bound to re¬ 
move rubbish because of health and safety 
regulations and invariably others will add 
to it. I am convinced that the reintroduc¬ 
tion of well-publicised conveniently placed 
community skips are the answer. In the 
area where I live this year we have seen it 
work. In May two large skips were filled by 
residents within two hours and this was re¬ 
peated in October with a further four tons 
of rubbish as people cleared their gardens, 
sheds and garages of unwanted items. The 
problem in the past with this service was 
that unscrupulous traders used the skips to 
off-load their waste rather than take it to 
the recycling depot and so there became a 
safety issue with unmanned skips. I believe 
that this could be overcome if necessary by 
local volunteers who could supervise the 
skips for two hours.

Businessman is 
fined over defects 


A BUSINESS owner has 
been fined £2,000 after al¬ 
lowing one of his vehicles to 
be driven with defects. 

Martin Evans of Llanged- 
wyn asked his nephew Sam- 
ual Edward Davies to collect 
metal beams on October 6 
and transport them. 

But Welshpool Magis¬ 
trates Court heard Davies, 
18, was stopped by police 
who found a number of is¬ 
sues with the trailer. 

Evans, 50, admitted nine 
charges relating to the con¬ 
dition of the trailer and the 
way it had been loaded, in¬ 
cluding problems with its 
brakes, having a tyre which 
had worn down to the ply, 
and not securing the load 
well enough. 

He also admitted not hav¬ 
ing the correct operator’s 
licence to use the trailer for 
carrying the beams, and not 


having a record sheet for the 
driver. 

He was fined £2,000 and 
ordered to pay a £40 sur¬ 
charge. 

Davies, also of Llanged- 
wyn, who was 17 at the 
time he was stopped, also 
admitted the nine charges 
relating to the trailer’s con¬ 
dition and the way it had 
been loaded. He was fined 
£100 and ordered to pay a 
£20 surcharge. 

The men were given three 
points each on their driving 
licenses and ordered to pay 
£85 costs each. 

Huw Williams, for Evans, 
said: “That trailer is usually 
only used in a three-week 
period every year to haul 
hay and straw and so is not 
regularly maintained. All 
the other 66 appliances Mr 
Evans owns are maintained 
properly.”

Border crossing patients 
'bring funds pressures'

A LEADING Shropshire health 
chief has admitted treating in¬ 
creasing numbers of patients 
from Wales is leading to “in¬ 
creased financial pressures”. 

Studies by Shropshire Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG) show a near 
nine per cent increase in the number 
of people coming over the border for 
treatment at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital’s A&E or at one of the coun¬ 
ty’s Minor Injury Units (MIUs). 

The document claims it is costing the 
CCG an extra £700,000 a year. 

The CCG’s chief accountable officer Dr 
Caron Morton said: “There are an increas¬ 
ing number of patients from Wales cur¬ 
rently receiving treatments in Shropshire. 
This is leading to increased financial pres¬ 
sures.” 

Shrewsbury MP Daniel Kawczysnki has 
written to Welsh health minister Mark 
Drakeford to outline his concerns about the 
increasing number of Welsh patients using 
Shropshire healthcare services. 

His views have been echoed by Mont¬ 
gomeryshire MP Glyn Davies, who said the 
Welsh Assembly should pay for the treat¬ 
ment over the border. 

The study found that over the past two 
years the numbers of English patients 
accessing Wrexham Maelor Hospital has 
fallen from 180-190 people per month to 
130 per month. The number of Welsh pa¬ 
tients attending English MIUs has grown 
from 70 to 100 people per month. - primar¬ 
ily due to the opening of the primary care 
centre in Oswestry and the closure of the 
MIU in Chirk, Mr Kawcynski said. 


THE magnificent terraced gardens 
at Powis Castle have been named 
among the best gardens in Wales in 
a new book. 

The Finest Gardens in Wales fea¬ 
tures 50 of the country’s best loved 
gardens and has been compiled by 
garden writer and broadcaster Tony 
Russell, a former head forester of 


Westonbirt Arboretum in Glouces¬ 
tershire. The book is a celebration 
of the very best gardens in Wales, 
covering their history, design, plants 
and personalities. 

Mr Russell said: “I am really ex¬ 
cited about this book which has been 
over two years in the making. 

“Wales contains some of the finest 


gardens in the UK, but until now 
they have never all been celebrated 
within one book.” 

The gardens at Powis are often 
described as one of the greatest sur¬ 
viving examples of Baroque garden 
design in Britain with its Italianate 
terraces, woodland, Edwardian for¬ 
mal garden and 30ft high yew hedge. 


Meeting is 
told of cost 
of council's 
consultants 

MORE than £1.3 million has been 
spent on consultants by Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council in just 11 months and the 
cost of agencies is still to be added, 
councillors have heard. 

A range of consultants have been 
employed by the council from March 
2014 until the end of February this 
year at a total cost of £1,334,477, it 
has been revealed. 

But the county council also uses 
agencies such as Hoople and Rand- 
stad and their costs are not included 
in these figures. 

The Leader of Powys County Coun¬ 
cil, Councillor Barry Thomas, has 
promised to make the cost of agencies 
available to County Councillor Gwi¬ 
lym Williams, who raised the issue. 

Councillor Thomas also told mem¬ 
bers that he will be taking a paper 
to the Cabinet asking it to consider 
where a consultancy cost is over 
£10,000, that the head of service and 
the portfolio holder should have to 
sign off the agreement. 

The largest single consultancy pay¬ 
ment was made to Capita Property 
and Infrastructure Ltd of £199,588 
for works in the highways, transport 
and recycling sector but consultants 
were employed in adult services and 
commissioning, business services, 
change and governance, corporate 
activities, highways, housing, leisure, 
professional service, regeneration, 
and schools. 

The cost of the consultants was 
highlighted by Councillor Williams, 
who asked for the costs at a full coun¬ 
cil meeting on Friday. 

Councillor Williams said he and 
many people in his constituency were 
concerned about the number of con¬ 
sultants being employed by the coun¬ 
cil.

Town could be site for 
thousands of homes 


LitFest inspires gallery exhibition

THOUSANDS of homes could 
be built over the next 15 years in 
Chirk 

Wrexham County Borough Council 
has said it needs up to 13,000 homes 
and 61 hectares of employment land 
up to 2028, and has earmarked Chirk 
as one of the potential locations for 
some of this development. 

Residents are invited to comment on the 
Vision and Strategic Growth Options plan 
by April 10. 

Helen Howie, of planning consultancy 
Berrys, said Wrexham is forecast to have 
the second highest population growth rate 
in Wales, according to the Welsh Assembly 
Government’s population projections. 

But she said development could be a good 
thing. 

“We would encourage all local residents, 
businesses and landowners to consider the 
opportunities this opens for them,” she 
said. 

“We would encourage people to speak 
up for the future of their villages. Without 
growth the villages will continue to leak 
vitality and become ever more dated. To 
revitalise our villages we need positive in¬ 
vestment. 

“The Local Development Plan could en¬ 
courage positive change for the better.” 

On average, 287 homes a year were built 
over 2009 to 2014 in Wrexham County Bor¬ 
ough. The new Local Development Plan 
2013 to 2028 proposes a much higher rate 
of at least 670 dwellings per annum. 

Mrs Howie said this growth could be 
directed to key areas such as Chirk, Cefn 
Wawr, Rhosllanerchrugog, Coedpoeth, Gw- 
ersyllt and Gresford/Marford. 


THEY say a picture paints a thou¬ 
sand words, but an art gallery is 
hoping to inspire people to pick up a 
book with its new exhibition to coin¬ 
cide with Oswestry’s LitFest. 

The Painting With Words ex¬ 
hibition at the Willow Gallery in 
Oswestry features a variety of work 
celebrating the influence and inspi¬ 


ration of literature and language on 
the visual arts. 

Work from a wide variety of art¬ 
ists in a range of media is on display, 
including pieces by collagraph artist 
Judith Harrison and metalsmith 
Sara Piper Heap. 

Gallery manager Anthony Smith 
said: “The Willow Gallery is de¬ 


lighted by the response to our latest 
exhibition ‘Painting with Words.’ 
Using the theme of literature and 
language, local artists have re¬ 
sponded with a wealth of materials 
and subject exploration.” The exhibi¬ 
tion will run until April 11. A series 
of workshops will also be held at the 
gallery to coincide with LitFest. 


Gas drilling 
firm calls 
for rethink 
on inquiry 

ENERGY bosses who hope to drill for 
gas in north Shropshire have called 
on the planning inspectorate not to 
hold an appeal in public. 

A public inquiry will be held into an 
appeal by Dart Energy, which hopes 
to operate an exploratory borehole for 
coal bed methane extraction in Dud- 
leston Heath, between St Martins and 
Ellesmere. The firm appealed against 
the decision made by Shropshire 
Council over the length of time it took 
the authority to reach a decision. 

But Dart Energy now wants plan¬ 
ning inspectors to “reconsider” 
holding the appeal through a public 
inquiry. Darren Hendley, planning 
consultant for the firm, said the com¬ 
pany is “concerned and surprised” 
with the decision to hold the inquiry, 
rather than an appeal using written 
representations. 

He said: “The decision appears to 
be based on the amount of third party 
representations made to the planning 
application and the number of rep¬ 
resentations made to the appeal.” 

But Mr Hendley said that the ma¬ 
jority of public objections are about 
fracking - a method of shale gas ex¬ 
traction that Dart has insisted it will 
not be carrying out on site. 

He added that objectors are also 
concerned about topics that are 
“wholly irrelevant” to the appeal. 
The firm has formally requested the 
planning inspectorate reconsiders the 
process. Leader of campaign group 
Frack Free Dudleston, Chris Hesketh 
said: “It would be an injustice and 
unfair on the public to have only 
written representations. Under the 
public inquiry, we are able to have a 
representation who will have an equal 
amount of time to speak as the energy 
company and the council.”

Crews called out

Trench war art goes 
on display at library

A BROWN paper soldier cries out 
in pain as a medic attends him. 

Another can be seen climbing a lad¬ 
der up the walls of a trench as a paper 
officer stands nearby. 

The scene, entitled Requiem, depicts 
the first day of the Battle of the Somme - 
July 1, 1916 - and has gone on display at 
Oswestry Library. 

Artist Grace Westwood was inspired by 
the writings of Oswestry-born soldier poet 
Wilfred Owen and a wartime chaplain nick¬ 
named Woodbine Willy, who both wrote 
about the horrors of life in the trenches. 

Everything from the weaponry and uni¬ 
forms to lanterns and communications 
equipment was thoroughly and meticu¬ 
lously researched to create the figures, and 
it was based on photographs and images 
from the trenches. 

Library manager Debbie Marais said 
having the piece in Oswestry was especially 
poignant given the impact Wilfred Owen’s 
poetry had on its creation. 

She said: “I’m really pleased to see it in 
Oswestry. It’s an amazing opportunity for 
people to see at first hand what life inside 
the trenches was really like. 

“It’s bringing a lot of people in to see it. 

It takes your breath away really.” 

Miss Westwood said she spent almost 
three months creating the installation. 

“I began the piece by researching trench 
life and warfare in 1914 to 1918,” she said. 

“Looking at photographs, documentaries 
and film, I developed design concepts for 
the installation which were reflective of 
the WWI trench. The piece is made using 
brown paper, which is manipulated to cre¬ 
ate different textures and structural com¬

The Basic Payment Scheme (BPS) is being released 
in stages, which the Rural Payments Agency calls func¬ 
tionality, and an updated BPS handbook has been pub¬ 
lished with a few important changes. 

“We have already registered 99 per cent of our cli¬ 
ents and advised all of those on their greening require¬ 
ments,” said Charlotte. 

“At the moment we can register people, check their 
land details and set up relevant permissions to date 
and we expected that that further functionality was 
to be made available, including splitting and merging 
of fields, active farmer declaration, and viewing and 
transferring entitlements. Unfortunately there has 
been a delay but we anticipate that these functions will 
be made available this month. 

“This new functionality should enable us to build up 
the 2015 Basic Payment claim and delve into the detail 
of what is physically going to be on the ground in terms 
of cropping and Ecological Focus Areas (EFA). 

“At the moment we can check land details and spec¬ 
ify what is in each field but complication arises when 
there is more than one crop in a field and boundaries 
need to be altered. This should be overcome with the 
new functionality.” 

She is also warning farmers to leave plenty of time to 
register and apply as the online system has been run¬ 
ning very slowly. The RPA has indicated that this will 
improve. 

“Also, in building up the claim, each field needs to be 
checked on a plan, and cropping along with any EFA 
options will need to be mapped, which could take some 
time so ensure that you leave a lot of time to do this,” 
Charlotte said. 

The submission window is not likely to open before 
the middle of April and all claims must be in by May 15. 

999 crews are 
given tips on 
animal rescues 

FIREFIGHTERS have been getting close 
to animals as part of a life-saving course 
in animal rescue. 

The animal rescue team from Wellington fire 
station visited Harper Adams University in 
Newport for a two-day course to help them deal 
with rural emergencies. The team learned how 
to handle and understand the behaviour of cows, 
sheep and pigs to make sure both animal and 
firefighter are always safe during a rescue. 

Rob Sheppard, firefighter and animal rescue special¬ 
ist, said: “About three of four years ago we decided we 
needed to improve our techniques when rescuing large 
animals, so we constructed a two-day animal handling 
course with the university. 

“We also carry out a two-day practical course held 
elsewhere where the crews learn techniques to help 
them rescue large animals using our specialist equip¬ 
ment. 

“It’s not just about rescuing the animal, it’s about 
learning how they behave, looking for signs of stress, 
or when they might be about to run towards you - and 
how to protect yourself. 

“We are all full-time firefighters so if you have an an¬ 
imal needing rescue, local crews will attend to stabilise 
the scene and prevent anyone else being injured but 
the animal rescue team will also be sent from Welling¬ 
ton to come and rescue the animal itself. 

“With Shropshire being a rural county firefighters 
are often called upon to deal with situations involving 
animals - at the scene of an accident, at barn fires or 
as part of a rescue operation.” 

Alan Stewart, senior lecturer in animal production, 
welfare and veterinary sciences, said: “What we are 
trying to do is give the fire service a good understand¬ 
ing of animal behaviour and animal welfare and to 
give them an appreciation of how animals move and 
behave.”

It proposed a new, but voluntary ap¬ 
proach, involving use of a balanced score- 
card and an e-marketplace, to improve food 
procurement in the public sector.

He said: “Daniel Kawczynski remains a 
robust advocate for Shropshire dairy farm¬ 
ers and those in his constituency and we are 
pleased to see his continued support, as we 
work to safeguard the sector at this difficult 
time.” 

Farmers recently received a fresh ham¬ 
mer blow after one of the country’s leading 
dairy firms cut its prices to a new low. 

Hopes had been raised that the pressure 
on farmers was easing after Muller Wise¬ 
man announced that it was to hold its milk 
price for April on the back of improvements 
in global commodity prices. 

Now, however, First Milk announced a 
new payments system for suppliers, which 
will see it pay as little as 16p for some of 
its supply.

Book tells of 
osprey success 


WITH a cast of flighty characters, it 
is like a soap opera based on the 
lives of some very unusual families 
which came to settle in Mid Wales. 

There’s Monty, Nora, Ceulan (deceased 
- got caught up in fishing nets in Sene¬ 
gal), Dai Dot, Einion, White 94 (last seen 
in Switzerland, 500 miles off course), and 
many - but not really that many - more. 

And a new episode is about to start when 
Wales’ only resident ospreys return home from 
their migration to Africa. They always come 
back to the same nests, generally in mid to late 
March, or early April at the latest. 

Their recolonisation over the last 10 years is a 
success story which began at a nest near Welsh¬ 
pool. When an osprey fledged there in 2004, it 
was the first time in centuries that that had hap¬ 
pened in Wales. 

The Welshpool nest which made history has 
not been graced by the presence of breeding 
ospreys since. However a nest at Glaslyn near 
Porthmadog has produced chicks. Glaslyn is the 
site of the Glaslyn Osprey Project, which at¬ 
tracts thousands of people every year. They can

watch the birds from a hide with binoculars and 
telescopes, or get up really close thanks to high 
definition cameras around the nest. 

Since the pioneering Glaslyn nest, another 
breeding pair has become firmly established 
further south, by the Dyfi estuary. Of the three 
other known Welsh nests, one is further east in 
Mid Wales, at a hush-hush location. 

The osprey story is told in a new book “Os¬ 
preys In Wales - The First Ten Years” by Emyr 
Evans, of Machynlleth. 

All being well the Dyfi breeding pair, Monty 
and Glesni, are expected back at the end of 
March or beginning of April, and the Glaslyn 
birds a little earlier. 

Since 2004, a total of 43 osprey young have 
fledged from Welsh nests. 

After migration to Africa, they stay there for 
two or three years before returning, but mortal¬ 
ity is high, which explains why only a relative 
handful of these young have ever come back.

REGGAE legend AM Campbell has 
promised Llangollen Internation¬ 
al Music Festival a concert unlike 
anything it has seen before. 

The performer, the voice of UB40 
who sold 70 million records, will be 
playing at the festival’s closing con¬ 
cert on July 12, with two other found¬ 
ing members of UB40, percussionist, 
trumpet player and vocalist Astro and 
keyboard player Mickey. 

Campbell, who, along with Mickey, left 
the original UB40 in 2008, is looking for¬ 
ward to his first visit to Llangollen. 

He said: “We are back on our mission tak¬ 
ing reggae music to the world. 

“Llangollen, I can promise, won’t have 
ever seen a concert like the one we intend 
to put on. I know Status Quo were there 
last year, well I can promise you this, we’ll 
smash them.” 

Eilir Owen Griffiths, the eisteddfod’s mu¬ 
sical director, said they were delighted to 
see Ali Campbell coming to the festival. 

He said: “The concert with Ali Campbell, 
the legendary voice of UB40, with Astro and 
Mickey is going to be an absolutely fantas¬ 
tic night and I’m sure the pavilion will be 
bouncing. 

“It will be a fitting climax to a really excit¬ 
ing week of really world class entertainment 
-1 can’t wait.” 

Father-of-eight Campbell, now 56, was 
born and raised in Birmingham and says 
his love of reggae comes from his early life 
in the Midlands. 

He said: “Reggae just gives you some¬ 
thing different, a freedom I suppose. It’s 
probably the youngest genre around but I 
listen to music from all around the world 
and the reggae influence is massive. It’s so 
influential. 

“I was, in 1978, one of the founding mem¬ 
bers of UB40, along with Astro and Mickey. 
And I was the principal songwriter. We sold 
more than 70 million records worldwide and 
toured around the world for more than 30 
years. 

“We decided on the name UB40 as a 
friend of mine, Andy Nash, pointed out we 
were all on the dole at the time and sug¬ 
gested we name ourselves after the Govern¬ 
ment’s Unemployment Benefit Form 40, or 
UB40 as it was known. 

“It was probably a better choice for a 
band name than the one we had already 
sort of decided on, which was Geoff Cancer 
and the Nicorettes.

Scramble 
to see big 
acts as they 
go on tour 

AUDIENCES are scrambling to see top 
names in music as they head to the Mid¬ 
lands in the coming months, with Boyzone 
among those topping the bill in Telford. 

The other big name acts on their way to the 
region include Tom Jones, Paul McCartney, Ma¬ 
donna, Bette Midler and Sir Elton John. 

As the best-selling acts of the 60s and 70s move into 
the twilight of their careers, they are shifting thou¬ 
sands of tickets for higher prices than ever. And you 
could end up paying a three-figure sum for two hours 
in their company. 

Tickets for McCartney’s show at the Barclaycard 
Arena in Birmingham nearly sold out just a week after 
they were released. The front row - at £141 each - are 
all gone, but a handful of “cheap seats” are still avail¬ 
able at £73 a pop. Prices for Madonna’s show at the 
same venue in December range from £40 to £197. 

Promoters argue that prices are increasing because 
people are willing to pay - especially when they get the 
chance to hear some of the greatest songs of all time 
played by the stars who wrote them. 

Tom Jones took music fans by surprise by announc¬ 
ing a concert at Betley Court Farm near Stoke on Au¬ 
gust 14, and Elton has caused a stir in Walsall with 
his show at the Banks’s Stadium in June. The likes 
of the Rolling Stones, Rod Stewart and Neil Diamond 
have been playing big arenas every few years since the 
1980s. And the death of an iconic frontman has proved 
no obstacle for Queen, who are now on their second 
replacement for Freddie Mercury with American Idol 
winner Adam Lambert. 

The latest incarnation of Queen sold out the Bar¬ 
claycard Arena in January, and Diamond heads to the 
Genting Arena in July, where the reformed Fleetwood 
Mac also have three summer shows planned. 

Boyzone will perform in Telford Town Park on June 
27. Early bird tickets are £25 for adults and £20 for 
children up to the age of 16. The offer lasts until March 
31.

LOCOMOTIVES at the Severn Valley Rail¬ 
way will be buffed and polished in prepa¬ 
ration for the arrival of The Princess Royal 
soon.

Princess Anne will meet staff, volunteers, founding 
members and apprentices, as well as being invited to 
ride on the footplate of one of the railway’s steam en¬ 
gines on April 13. 

The visit coincides with line being voted Heritage 
Site of the Year title in the BBC Countryfile Magazine 
Awards. 

A welcome party of dignitaries and SVR represent¬ 
atives will welcome Princess Anne and her escort, the 
Lord Lieutenant of Worcestershire, at Bewdley, where 
she will also meet a group of SVR pioneers and young 
volunteers before taking to the tracks. The Princess, 
who visited the Princess Royal Hospital in Telford in 
January, will be invited to don a dust coat and gloves, 
and climb aboard the footplate of one of the SVR’s res¬ 
ident steam locomotives, or to sit in the observation 
saloon for the journey to Kidderminster. 

Nick Ralls, the SVR’s general manager, said: “We are 
absolutely delighted to be able to welcome the Princess 
Royal to the railway and to be given the opportunity to 
demonstrate how much the SVR has grown and devel¬ 
oped during its 50 years in operation. 

“Her Royal Highness has revealed her enthusiasm 
for heritage steam, so we are very excited to be able to 
offer her the opportunity to travel along the line for 
the first time. 

“We have a whole host of events and activities taking 
place this year to mark our Golden Jubilee, and this 
Royal visit is such a wonderful highlight.” 

The SVR is currently celebrating 50 years since a 
group of rail enthusiasts gathered in a pub and decided 
to reopen the line, which was closed in 1963.

neer working together over many years to create an out¬ 
standing garden on a challenging slope. 

Overlooking the Clun valley, Radnor Cottage has won¬ 
derful views and a multitude of spring flowers including a 
vast spread of fritillaries in the orchard meadow. 

Radnor Cottage is on the B4368 1 mile from Clun. Ad¬ 
mission is £3 for adults, free to children. It has a compre¬ 
hensive plant sale - mostly raised by the owners - plus 
afternoon teas.

It’s claimed everything in Aarhus is 
within walking distance and it’s true. 

My tired feet can vouch for that. Dur¬ 
ing the three days we spent in the city we 
took in the port, the historic Latin Quarter, 
museums, restaurants and some excellent 
shopping. 

Our visit coincided with the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the Aarhus Festival at the end of Au¬ 
gust, when for 10 days the town celebrates 
music, food, film, theatre, visual arts and 
holds outdoor events for all ages. 

One night we ate festival burgers at the 
pop-up eaterie Festugegrillerier and drank 
honey beer made with honey from hives on 
the Scandic City Hotel rooftop. 

Another night we dined in style at Her¬ 
man’s in the popular amusement park Ti¬ 
voli Friheden which had been transformed 
into a nightclub for the festival. 

Scandinavia generally has a reputation 
for being expensive, but prices in Aarhus 
were pretty much on a par with London, 
apart from alcohol, which was a bit more 
expensive.

Wonderful spectacle may be 
hare today, gone tomorrow 


MARCH is certainly the month to 
get down to your local patch of 
open, rough ground. 

That may not sound particularly 
inviting but a field that’s been left to 
grow a little tussocky with minimal 
grazing and certainly no intensive ag¬ 
riculture on it allows wildlife a chance 
to truly show off. . 

Brown hares are the mammal of the mo¬ 
ment with their familiarly cited ‘mad’ bouts 
occurring around about now. 

Familiarly cited in literature they may be, 
but it truly is a wonderful spectacle to go 
and see for yourself. Seeing as it is the sec¬ 
ond fastest declining mammal in the British 
Isles (down 80 per cent in 100 years) time 
could be running out for a ringside seat. 

These boxing matches tend to be the fe¬ 
male warding off the amorous advances of 
the male, although occasionally two males 
will size each other up in a similar way. 
People are often confused about whether 
they’ve seen a hare or its close cousin the 
rabbit and these sparring sessions will cer¬ 
tainly help alleviate any confusion between 
the two species. 

In addition to this, hares are solitary, 
not colonial, and don’t burrow. They create 
shallow resting places in fields or long grass 
known as ‘forms’ and it is in these forms 
that the young are born, open-eyed and 
ready to run. These characteristics are in 
stark contrast to rabbits, who live together 
in communities and are well known for bur¬ 
rowing underground. Hares are not just 
prevalent at this time of the year because 
of their famous behaviour. The tradition of

the Easter bunny originates from West-Eu- 
ropean cultures, where it is a hare rather 
than a rabbit that delivers the eggs. 

German Protestants had an abundance 
of eggs because of them being forbidden 
to Catholics during the fast of Lent. This 
therefore meant that there were an abun¬ 
dance of eggs at Easter time. It will come as 
no surprise to you that hares of course are 
not known for their association with eggs 
and yet if you find your rough bit of ground 
and are lucky enough to see a hare or two, 
you may also have the bonus of have your 
audible senses assailed from up on high. 
Skylarks are currently singing their hearts 
out above such patches of ground and un¬ 
like the hares, their cause is all to do with 
eggs. Skylarks are the very voice of the UK 
spring. They have a beautiful song that 
radiates through the air as the bird itself 
hangs suspended somewhere overhead. 

And although it may sound stunning, 
there is nothing more to the song than a 
defiantly strong territorial display. This 
can last up to five minutes while the male 
reaches the pinnacle of its flight before 
slowly descending. The skylark is doing 
much better than the hare in numbers, 
theirs are only down by 50 per cent. See 
them both while you can.

Call made for

“We are really hoping for a record-breaking year, so we 
are putting an early call-out for teams to sign up. 

“The event is open to teams of four and is a brilliant 
team-building exercise for businesses as well as being a 
great way of raising money for an important cause. 

“It’s a wonderful family day out, and teams are encour¬ 
aged to bring as many supporters as they can. 

“As in previous years, there will be a bar and barbecue 
at Pengwern Boat Club, as well as children’s activities run¬ 
ning throughout the afternoon. 

“We are also on the look-out for a headline sponsor which 
helps us cover the costs of organising the event, and of 
course provides a great opportunity for a business to raise 
their profile too.” 

Over the past seven years, the coracle championships 
have raised more than £150,000 for Macmillan services in 
Shropshire. Entry is £100 per team, and each team is asked 
to raise at least £300 in sponsorship. 

Each year in Shropshire and Staffordshire, 8,369 people 
are diagnosed with cancer, and it is estimated that 109,100 
people will be living with or beyond cancer by 2030.

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Alfa’s hot hatch in clover?

Alfa Romeo’s Giulietta Quadri- 
foglio Verde might be the best 
current hot hatch you’ve never 
heard of. 

The Alfa Romeo Giulietta Quadrifoglio 
Verde lifts the 240PS 1750cc engine, the 
TCT twin clutch transmission and the 
launch control function from the 4C Coupe, 
and wraps it all in a package that includes 
a touchscreen multimedia system with sat 
nav, 18-inch alloys, leather and Alcantara 
seats and a host of body styling extras. 

We really can’t stress this point strongly 
enough. If you tried one of the early Alfa Gi¬ 
ulietta cars that arrived in 2010 and came 
away unimpressed, that’s understandable. 
Alfa really hadn’t fettled the car to a level 
UK enthusiasts expected. In the interven¬ 
ing years, the Giulietta has had so much 
effort poured into its development that it’s 
probably our pick for biggest improver. 

As Alfisti will no doubt be able to tell you, 
at length, this isn’t the first time the Giuliet¬ 
ta badge has been used on a car. In fact 
it’s fully 60 years since that nameplate was 
first attached to the rear end of an Alfa Ro¬ 
meo and to celebrate that occasion, Alfa 
has brought us a special edition version of 
its hottest Giulietta. The Quadrifoglio Verde 
- or Green Cloverleaf if you prefer - might 
not get the same recognition as cars like 
the Ford Focus ST or the VW Golf GTI but 
if you’re in the market for a car like this, it 
deserves your attention. 

The Giulietta Quadrifoglio Verde fea¬ 
tures much the same aluminium engine 
as seen in Alfa’s stunning 4C lightweight 


sports coupe. It’s heavily turbocharged 
and makes a hefty 240PS at 5,750rpm 
and 340Nm of torque between 2,000 and 
4,000rpm. This special edition gets some 
custom intake and exhaust systems so 
that it sounds agreeably Italian. Drive is de¬ 
ployed via a six-speed ALFA TCT twin dry 
clutch transmission which has also been 
inherited from the Alfa Romeo 4C supercar. 
As with all Alfa Romeos, the car’s character 
can be customised by the driver using the 
Alfa D.N.A. driving selector, which employs 
different throttle, transmission and steering 
settings depending on the driver’s choice. 

The Quadrifoglio Verde also introduces 
a Launch Control system to the TCT trans¬ 
mission software. It’s activated by pressing 
the brake and accelerator pedals all the 
way down, squeezing the down-shift pad¬ 
dle on the steering wheel and then releas¬ 
ing the brakes - the system automatically 
controls the traction control system, engine 
power delivery and transmission upshifts 
to maximise acceleration: It’s so effective, 
in fact, it has shaved 0.8 seconds from the 
Alfa Romeo Giulietta Quadrifoglio Verde’s 
sprint to 62mph compared to its predeces¬ 
sor. It can now perform the benchmark in a 
mere 6.0 seconds and will run on to a top 
speed of 149mph. 

Alfa has done a bit more than throw 
some sporty mats and flaps at this car. The 
stance is completely different to most Giul- 
iettas courtesy of lowered sports suspen¬ 
sion, then you might well spot the Quad¬ 
rifoglio Verde emblems on the front wings 
and the dark-tinted rear window glass. The 
mirror cappings are finished in anthracite, 
while that colour scheme is also extended 
to the front grille, door handles and fog-

and you’ll spot the red, Brembo brake cali¬ 
pers and 320mm brake discs behind. 

The interior also features a number 
of upgrades. The bolstered wraparound 
sport seats get a one-piece backrest and 
are trimmed in leather and Alcantara. The 
steering wheel is finished in leather with 
contrasting white stitching and there’s 
a set of aluminium sports pedals, some 
specific kick-plates, a dark interior headlin¬ 
ing, and a leather-trimmed gear lever and

As well as the QV specific parts, this 
Giulietta also comes with a smarter info¬ 
tainment system called Uconnect, which 
works well with a range of smartphone and 
MP3 devices. There’s six airbags plus ABS 
anti-lock braking with Electronic Brake 
force Distribution; Vehicle Dynamic Control 
- Alfa Romeo’s interpretation of Electronic 
Stability Programme; Cornering Brake 
Control, Dynamic Steering Torque Hydrau¬ 
lic Brake Assistance and a Pre-Fill function 
for the brakes.

VISA 
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Invincible car a fine choice

Porsche’s range of GTS models 
are turning out to be the aces 
in the pack; now there’s a Cay¬ 
enne version to join the line up. 

The Cayenne has only just been 
updated, gaining internal and exter¬ 
nal tweaks, but in GTS form, it gets its 
own set of upgrades: there’s a unique 
exterior styling package, which in¬ 
cludes a body-coloured styling kit, 
larger matte-finished alloy wheels and 
GTS badging. 

Mechanically, the GTS gets a new tur¬ 
bocharged V6 engine to replace the old 
naturally aspirated V8, a sports exhaust 
system, unique suspension tune and some 
tasty interior kit including Alcantara trim 
and sports seats. 

Where once the Cayenne was some¬ 
thing of an acquired taste, it’s hard not to 
find the latest model’s design pleasing to 



the eye. It certainly looks its sharpest in 
GTS form; the body-coloured lower sec¬ 
tion gives it better stance and hides its bulk 
well. 

Its image is all the better for the GTS 
makeover too, although even now it’s not 
a car for the shy, retiring type. When you’re 
behind the wheel, it’s hard not to feel like a 
success, which is precisely why it’s such a 
popular choice. 

Best 

The GTS makes no compromises over 
the standard car in respect of space for 
passengers or luggage, so you can expect 
plenty of both. In fact the Cayenne offers 
one of the best cabins in the business; the 
seats are superbly supportive and com¬ 
fortable with a huge range of adjustment, 
there’s plenty of space front and rear and 
the boot can carry a stack of suitcases 
happily. Although it’s unlikely to ever ven¬ 
ture off-road, it’s more than capable of 
getting you out of a sticky situation, even 
though the GTS isn’t the best version for 
such adventures. 

The biggest change for this latest GTS is 
the switch to turbocharged power, an inev¬ 
itable result of the quest for improved emis¬ 
sions and economy. On the one hand, you 
do lose a little of the character of the old 
V8 engine, but in truth the V6 still sounds 
good, offers more power and torque and 
better fuel consumption. 

Like pretty much every Porsche these 
days, all the mechanical elements blend 
together beautifully to create a car that just 
feels right when you’re behind the wheel. 
The engine is powerful and flexible, the 
gearbox smooth but rapid-shifting when 
required and it handles with incredible

verve and precision for a car of this size. 
On a frozen test track in northern Sweden, 
the GTS drifted and danced its way along 
the treacherous surface with zero fuss. Yet 
it’s still superbly comfortable when driven 
normally and can tackle long distances 
with ease. 

The Cayenne GTS isn’t a cheap car of 
course, but compared to the Cayenne S, 
on which it is based, you get a lot more 
for your extra cash. The more powerful 
engine, uprated brakes and suspension, 
smart bodykit and bigger alloy wheels 
are all worthwhile upgrades, while inside 


there’s lots of Alcantara and those lovely 
sports seats all as standard. 

Who would buy it? Many buyers of the 
Cayenne are Porsche fans who find that 
the firm’s smaller cars no longer fit in with 
their lifestyle, so the Cayenne is a genu¬ 
ine jack of all trades; families will love it, 
couples will love the fact that it is comfort¬ 
able but also capable of towing, and even 
if you’re stuck in the city, the high driving 
position and presence takes the strain out 
of stop-start traffic. The short answer then 
is anyone who can afford it.
